nominations—rebuke President 
Harrison for allowing Mr. Quay to boss 
the appointments of that state for the 
baueit of the republican party. There 
are some very substantial reasons why * 
gentleman like Mr. Lea should be dis­ 
satisfied with the political methods of 
Matthew S. Quay, Mr. Lea is a good 
citizen, an able business man, honest and 
conscientious.

POSTAL TELEGRAPHY. 
It may interest friends of postal tele­ 
graphy to know that the English postal 
system last year earned over 5 per oent 
on tbe total receipts, although the re­ 
ceipts fell off from the previous year 
over 81,000,000. 
The foregoing item is making a tour 
among the newspapers and it is quite a 
significant item of news. For more than 
twenty years an effort has been made to 
establish postal telegraph in this coun­ 
try, but congress in every instance has 
defeated the scheme. 
Just why congress has manifested Bath 
a contempt for postal telegraphy has net 
been 
satisfactorily shown from tLe 
speeches against tbe measure. One ex­ 
case was that it would necessarily increase 
the civil set vice roll, whicb.it was argued, 
was not a good thing to do. 
Another 
exonse was that the country was too wide 
and too long for such a system. The faot 
in the cass is, Jay Gould was in the 
way. He dictated the policy of congress 
in regard to postal telegraphy. He mar­ 
shalled his forces,and tbe power was too 
mach for the friends of cheap and effi­ 
cient telegraph, under the oontrol of tbe 
government. 
John Fawcett, the blind postmaster 
general of England, bad some trouble in 
getting the postal telegraphic system es­ 
tablished in England. Bathe conquered 
the prejudices of parliament, and seonred 
tbe system. 
It is a great commercial 
advantage to England,and aa an invest­ 
ment it pays. Through the seducing 
power of the Western Union monopolyt 
the people of tbe United States are de* 
pnved of cheap telegraphy.

T hose P o litic a l A ssessm ents th e Subject 
O f Official In dignation. 
W a s h in g t o n , Oct. 
3 1 .—The civil-ser- 
vice commission has decided to ask the 
district attorney to prosecute all persona 
concerned in the ^reparation and dis­ 
tribution of the political assessment cir­ 
cular recently sent by the Old Dominion 
Republican league to Virginians in the 
government service. 
Those persons not 
employes of the government will be prose­ 
cuted under section 12 of the civil service 
act, 
which 
provides 
that no person 
shall, in any government building, solicit 
or receive a contribution for any political 
purpose. 
The commission holds that a 
person not connected with the government 
in any way may ask for and receive money 
from government employes for political 
purposes anywhere except in a govern­ 
ment budding, but that where the occur­ 
rence takes place on government property 
or where letters are sent to government 
buildings, those concerned are liable to 
prosecut on. 
It is also proposed to prosecute Messrs. 
Elam, Godwin, and Worser, who are gov­ 
ernment employes, under section 11 of the 
act, which prohibits all persons drawing 
compensation from the United States from 
being in any manner connected with po­ 
litical assessments. 


W in n ip e g , Manitoba, Oct. 31.—Gillette, 
the forger, who was sentenced to ten year, 
in the Manitoba prison and who was a co­ 
prisoner of Burke, the Chicago suspects 
was interviewed on his way from Winni­ 
peg to the penitentiary at Stony Moun­ 
tain.

The bailiff went to the ante­ 
room, ani, coming back, announced: “ He

Has Colleran 
skipped?” asked tho 
audience one of another. 
“ He was told to be here,” said Mr. 
Mills with a shade of annoyance in his 
tone. 
Judge Longenecker asked for the is­ 
suance of an attachment 
for Edward 
Spelman of Peoria, the district officer of 
the Clan-na-Gael. 
“ He was subpamed 
Sept. 13, has not answered, although he 
said he would come when telegraphed for. 
We summoned him day before yesterday 
and he has not come, ” said Mr. Longe­ 
necker. 
Let the attachment issue,” said Judge

“ Was it not the rulo that members of 
the order should not know who the execu­ 
tive committee wore?” 
“Yes, sir.” 
“Did you know who the ex-oxecutivo 
were?” 
“ I did not.” 
* ‘Did you hear the names of any of those 
members of the ex-executive alluded to that 
night?” 
“I did not. 
I do not remember having 
heard them.” 
“ What was done after Capt. O’Connor’s 
speech?’ ’

“ Was Dr. Cronin’s name mentioned?” 
“No.” 
Patrick Henry Nolan, financial secretary 
of Camp 20, was thb next witness, 
but 
“couldn’t remember” the facts desired by 
the State’s attorney. 
Thomas F. O’Connor followed 
He has 
beefi a Clan-na-Gael man 20 or 25 je t 
and 
a member of 
Camp 20 fifteen or 
sixteen years. 
He 
was at the meeting 
February 8. 
Pre­ 
vious to that meeting 
had visited Dr. Cro­ 
nin’s camp. At Camp 
20 on the night of 
Fob. 20 he made 
speech, previous to 
one made by Andrew 
c a p t. O’C o n n o r. 
Foy. 
In his speech 
Foy said that he arose under a terrible 
strain. That after the disclosures of Le 
Caron in London, that the organization, 
as an organization, was no more. 
That 
there were four British spies in the organ­ 
ization, and the organization should be 
reorganized and given a new nam% and 
every one that was in the organization 
Who had the slightest taint or suspicion 
attached to him should be expelled from 
Abe organization. 


Tho witness continued: 
“ When he got 
through I stated that I was not at all sur­ 
prised at hearing the gentleman talk as he 
had done. 
That 
I knew by positive 
knowledge that the organization was run 
by a parcel of rogues, known as our exec­ 
utive body; that they had squandered our 
funds, even to the extent of $100,000, 
and 
not 
alone that, but 
they sent 
our 
best 
men 
across 
to England 
to have them put behind British bars; 
and 
now 
I 
state 
positively 
that 
LeCaron was an agent of our executive 
body and received pay for them. 
At that 
moment I was interrupted by two or three 
brothers with a demand to know where I 
got my information, and there was a 
general uproar at the time. 
So I turned 
around to the Senior Guardian, and I said 
to him. 
“ If the Senior Guardian de­ 
mands of me where I got my infor­ 
mation, I will tell him.” 
He 
did 
not say anything. 
Then 
there 
was 
more uproar. 
I turned a second time and 
a third time, and said if the senior guar­ 
dian would demand of me where I got my 
information I would tell him. 
Then I 
stated I had heard a terrible report of tho 
entire trial committee in Buffalo, and that 
had 
also 
seen a written report, 
three hundred pages of closely-written 
long hand, about the trial, and that I 
was positive 
of 
my statement. 
At 
that instant Daniel Coughlin, a member 
of the camp, arose to his feet and said, 
Mr. Guardian, I move you that a secret 
committee ot three be appointed to find 
out the source of Captain O’Connor’s in­ 
formation.’ 
Those 
were 
his 
words. 
The 
Senior 
Guardian 
rapped 
the 
camp 
to 
order, 
as it was such a 
tumultuous time, and somebody spoke, 
and be said: 
‘I will hear no more of this 
subject, and I will appoint a committee.’ 
That w as all 
John F. Beggs was Senior 
Guardian at the time.” 
Witness was at the reunion meeting the 
22d of February and saw Martin Burke 
and Patrick Cooney there. 
Did not see 
O’Sullivan there. 
On the 
captain’s 
cross-examination 
nothing new w as developed. 
The next witness was Henry Owen 
O’Connor. 
He testified that at the meet­ 
ing on Feb. 20 be had a conversation with 
Dan Coughlin. 
“Go on and tell about that conversa­ 
tion.” 
“I was about leaving the hall; I was 
putting my overcoat on at the inner door, 
and Coughlin came up to me on the floor. 
He said to me that information had 
been received in Chicago to the effect 
that a confederate of Le Caron was among 
It excited my curiosity and I became 
interested in the matter. 
He went on to 
state, furthermore, that the indications 
were that the man was Dr. Cronin. 
I 
stopped him at that point; I stopped him 
there. 
“ What did you say to him?’* 
“ I said to him that lf he wished to look 
for the confederates of LeCaron we should 
look to the men in whose interest LeCaron 
had been used in packed conventions and 
through fraudulent credentials. * ’ 
Mr. Foster conducted the cross-exami­ 
nation, but nothing new was elicited. 
Officer John M. Collins was tho next 
witness to testify. 
His testimony was in 
the main a corroboration of C apt O’Con­ 
nor’s evidence. 
In answer to a question 
regarding a speech by Beggs, witness said 
Beggs made some remarks. 
One time he 
slapped his breast and said “this thing 
will have to cease or there will be war,” 
or some such expression. 
“ He slapped his breast?” 
“ Yes, sir, with his hand?” 
“ What had to cease?” 
“ This tirade on tho triangle and Alex­ 
ander Sullivan.” 
“ Did he mention Alexander Sullivan’s 
name?’ ’ 
“ Yes, he did that night, and he said he 
had many friends there. ’ ’ 
“ What did he say about Sullivan’s 
numerous friends?” 
“ He said his frienls were there—a good 
,many of them.” 
‘‘What did he say about himself in that 
connection?’ ’ 
“ He alluded to himself as being a friend 
of Sullivan. ’ ’ 
“ What was done in the camp?” 
“ There was an uproar; they cheered his 
language when he alluded to Alexander 
Sullivan’s friendship.” 
Patrick McGarry, a boiler maker, called 
on behalf of the prosecution, testified on 
examination that he 
belonged to tho 
United Brotherhood being a memb er of 
Camp 234, the old number of which was 
90. 
That carap was organized by Dr. 
Cronin and called the Columbia club and 
given the number 96. 
Camp 30 was also 
called 96 at that time. 
Witness was pres 
ent at tre reunion meeting of Feb. 2?, and 
made an address somewhat as follows: 
In my remarks I said it was all very 
well to talk of unity, but that there could 
not be unity while members of the or­ 
ganization would meet in back alleys and 
dark corners and villlfy and abuse men 
that had the courage to stand up and take 
treachery and robbery by the throat and 
strangle it 
I told them that they could 
not be too particular about getting mem­ 
bers into the organization; that I had been 
investigating LeCaron’s record, and I said 
that there were men in this organization 
that were worse than LeCaron, and that the 
man who gave Le Caron his credentials to 
go into the convention was a greater 
scoundrel than ever Le Caron could pre­ 
tend to be. 
I said that I had found out 
that Le Caron camp did’not exist in two 
years; that they didn’t have a meeting. 
I said that they must have known that 
such a camp existed only on paper.” 
“ Did John F. Beggs make a speech fol 
lowing yours?” 
“ Yes, sir.” 
“ Beggs said visiting members were com­ 
ing in there violating the hospitality of 
that camp, and it would have to be 
stopped. 
He said it was not right, that 
it was cowardly. 
He said they came 
there to attack 
Alexander 
Sullivan, 
aud it was cowardly to attack any 


man - behind his face. 
or 
who 
did 
not say so to his face. 
He said Alexander 
Sullivan has strong friends in this camp, 
and he slapped on his breast and said ‘I 
am one of them.’ 
“ I got the floor after­ 
ward and I said the gentleman had said it 
was cowardly. 
I wanted them to under­ 
stand that I was no coward; that I woald 
tell Alexander Sullivan either there or on 
any other gronnd what my opinion of 
him was, and 
that 
every man who 
knew me knew what that was. 
I said: 
‘Why do you mention Alexander Sulli­ 
van’s name? 
I 
have not mentioned 
it and have not heard it mentioned here 
until the senior guardian mentioned i t * I 
said: 
‘I repeat that the man Who gave 
Le Caron his credentials is a greater 
scoundrel than ever Le Caron pretended 
to be.’ 
I said that was all I had said 
and I did not mention his name until it 
was brought o u t 
I should also say that 
Beggs, when he said that Alexander Sul­ 
livan had strong friends in that camp and 
he was one of them, also said: ‘There 
shall be union and unity among the Irish 
people if it takes war to do it.* ” 
Mr. McGarry said he had visited P. 
O’Sullivan at his house on the Sunday 
night following Dr. Cronin’s disappear­ 
ance. 
In {discussing 
the disappearance 
some one made the remark: 
“ Don’t you 
think the Order of Deputies has something 
to do with the disappearance of Cronin?” 
Witness said: 
“ No, Sir; the Order of De­ 
puties is too honorable to have anyting to 
do with that.” 
Witness said if any one 
has had anything to do with Cronin’s dis­ 
appearance 
it is 
among 
people 
of 
his own country and nationality; that 
this was not the first time his life had been 
attempted, and then he told them of Dr. 
Cronin having been called two or three 
years before to attend a serious accident, 
such as this was represented to be; and he 
went up one flight of steps, and on enter­ 
ing the room did not like the appearance 
of tha man on the bed, and said: 
“ My 
God! Did you bring me here to murder 
me?” and he went down the steps two at a 
time. 
Witness said: “ In my opinion this 
accident was something like that* ’ * 
Cross-examination brought out nothing 
of importance and court adjourned.

CASPER SHERMAN OF NEWVILLE ARRESTED 


FOR ILLEGAL DUCK SHOOTING AT LAKE 


KOSHKONONG. 
Casper Sherman,

few days charged with illegally killing 
ducks on Lake Koshkonong by the aid 
of a sneak boat, It appears that on the 
morning of the 21th of October, Sher­ 
man was seen by Game Warden W. Y. 
Wentworth, of Fort Atkinson, 
and 
Deputy Game Warden A. A. Bingham, 
of Albion, who were watching him, to 
scull out into the lake about thirty- 
five rod kand shoot a duok, and about 
an bour latter to.repeat the performance 
A young son of Sherman’s who was upon 
a bluff with a field glass, saw that his 
fa her was being watched, au l so inform­ 
ed him . Sherman well knew that "some­ 
thing mu°t be did,” and so before a war­ 
rant could be sworn out rn the muni­ 
cipal court he secured a friend to go be­ 
fore Justice Bailie, of Milton Junction 
and complain of him, to wbioh he plead 
guilty; and was fiBed fire dollars and 
costs amounting to eight dollars and af- 
teen cents, which was paid* One-half of 
of the fine was paid to the complainant.

When 
Sherman was 
brought up before the municipal court 
on complaint of the game warden, he 
plead previous punishment, but Judge 
Patterson held that the ease was fraudu­ 
lent, and setting it aside, fined Sherman 
five dollars and costs, which amounted 
to about thirty dollars, and Sherman took 
an appeal to the circuit oourt. 
This sentence covered the first trip that 
Sham an made on the morning of the 
24th, and the second one on the same 
day waB still to be settled for.

shakers build hardwood fires around[tbe 
tree whioh bas been selected for the 
par pose and dozens of lantern jacks (ex­ 
cavated pumpkins with nose, eyes and 
mouth out in the sides, through which 
tho light ot candles Ebine) are set on 
stumps and tree limbs all through the 
grove. 
These goblin-like faces peer oat 
of the darkness suggestive of the weired 
presence of gnomes and other fairy folks 
The fire dispenses both light 
and 
warmth, for the October evenings are ap 
to be chill, and the rugs and blankets 
spread underneath the trees to catch the 
nuts, serve also as a protection from the 
dampness of the ground. 
Lads and young men olimb the tree 
preparatory to giving it a vigorous shak­ 
ing. Gisls stand underneath the tree 
with aims outstretched, eaoh striving to 
catch the largest number possible of the 
falling nuts. 
The charmed number seven (so-called by 
the superstitious), rules this evening. 
So the girl who catches seven nuts or 
soy larger number, which is a multiple 
of se vt n, is considered most fortunate. 
The one who secures the largest number 
of all (if it can be divided evenly by sev­ 
en) is declared the fairy god-mother, and 
she becomes arbitress of the “Shake.” 
Seven baskets’are brought, into which 
the nuts which have fallen upon the 
blankets are gathered. 
Doable nuts are said to signify an ear­ 
ly wedding; clusters of three a legacy; 
(oar indicates great wealth; five [a voy­ 
age across the sea; six, fame as a pnblio 
speaKer; seven, the possession of the gift 
most desired by the finder. 
The fires are now, probably sufficiently 
advanced so that the roasting of nuts, 
apples, and late planted corn may begin. 
So with long pointed atioks some spear 
the oorn and apples, while others bnry 
nuts snd apples in the hot ashes. Still 
others name the nuts and lay them upon 
a shovel above the red-hot coals, watch­ 
ing with deepest interest what their be­ 
havior while roasting may predict. The 
omens applicable to nut burning also 
rule in this case, lf the nuts roast quiet­ 
ly, it foretells lo**g and true friendships 
lf they fly shout snappishly, a quarrel is 
prophesied. 
It one or more bursts, loss 
of money is to be expected. Those that 
keep moving are unstable, and suoh as 
fly off the shovel will remain single still 
another year.

Diving for apples is
